The couple was able to travel to cities nearby 
Havana, but could not gain access to any military installations 
and could make no estimate as to number of Soviets remaining in 
Cuba. They saw no evidence that Soviets were taking active part 
in Cuban Government. Some camouflaged, medium tanks were strung 
out along the beach near Havana, but they concluded the beaches 
were not mined, as bathers were strolling at random along all 
the beaches. 

After hearing the Voice of America programs being 
directed at Cuba, informant has recommended that American music 
be replaced with Cuban music and that efforts be made to show 
our Latin- American aid program is for the benefit of the poor 
and not for the wealthy, as is believed by the Cuban people. 
Informant talked to many young students from Latin- American 
countries who appeared to be from working-class families and 
who had free scholarships, but who seemed to have little 
conception of what they were studying. He was able to talk 
to many Americans in Cuba and furnished considerable informa- 
tion regarding their employment which was not previously known 
to us. He feels Castro has such a tight grip on the civilian 
population and has so completely disarmed the civilians that 
a spontaneous uprising coincidental with an invasion of Cuba 
l cannot be expected. He understands that in cases of emergency 
the civilians must bring their television and radio sets out to 
the sidewalks, after which they must report to centers where 
they can be watched with minimum effort.

The April 6, 1960, edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contains a full-page advertisement captioned, "What 
Is Really Happening in Cuba," placed by the Fair Play for 
C,uba Committee (FPCC) . This advertisement announced the 
formation of the FPCC in Mew York City and declared the 
FPCC intended to promulgate "the truth about revolutionary 
Cuba" to neutralize the distorted American press. 


"The New York ‘Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Su bcommi ttee on January 10. 1961 .

Economic Situation 



The informant stated the economic situation in Cuba 
was very bad. Although the official exchange in Havana was 
one American dollar for one peso, the informant stated he 
understood the blackmarket price was 30 pesos for one dollar. 
Fabrics and clothing (women’s hose and underclothing, especially 
scarce) as well as shoes are very carefully rationed. Women 
complained of quality and scarcity of cosmetics. Imported 
foods are very scarce and carefully rationed. Locally grown 
foods are plentiful, but also are greatly rationed to the common 
people. The food served in the large hotels, where the 
foreigners eat, is good, although limited in variety. He 
stated that the Cubans try to get invitations to dine with 
foreigners at the hotels, since that is the best food available. 
Cubans in high government positions apparently have no trouble 
in getting special rations. Beer is imported, bad, and 
rationed. Radios, television sets and most other manufactured 
articles are rationed, expensive, and in short supply. He 
stated that there are no new radios or television sets being 
made. One of the problems, according to what the informant 
has heard, is in distribution. Certain rationed articles will 
be found in one area, and others found in another area.

The informant described Havana as a huge automobile 
junk yard, inasmuch as many cars and buses are not running 
for lack of repairs. He stated that the Cubans are desperately 
trying to@st Czechoslovakian parts to fit American vehicles, 
but even Czechoslovakian parts are not plentiful. 

The people pay 10 per cent of their income for rent, 
regardless of the type of housing they have, and receive 
free dental and medical care, both reputed to be poor. 


advised informant that Cuba- owed the Soviet Union 300 million 
dollars for armaments alone, and thi3 must be paid for with 
other than Cuban currency. 

Soviets and Satellites in Cuba 


The informant stated that many Europeans (including 
Russians), as distinguished from Latins, North Americans 
and Orientals, were in evidence everywhere. He could not 
distinguish between Russians and people from Satellite 
countries, but heard there were many Czechoslovakians, as well 
as some Hungarians and Bulgarians. He saw no Europeans in 
military uniform at any time, but saw great numbers of them 
in civilian attire, acting as teachers, technicians, doctors, 
nurses, etc. All of the Europeans he had an opportunity to 
speak with spoke excellent Spanish. He stated that from talking 
with the people, there was no indication any of the Europeans 
are withdrawing from Cuba. He saw truckloads of men in 
military type trucks which he described as 2 X 4*s. These 
men appeared to be Europeans and conducted themselves in a 
soldierly manner, were not in uniform, but wore civilian 
work clothes. The informant was not allowed on any military 
bases. He could not make an intelligent estimate of the number 
of Soviets in Cuba, but heard estimates, generally ranging 
from 15,000 to 20,000. • j

of them considerably younger. mV advised it did not \ 

appear the Soviets were taking an active part in the Cuban 
Government, but that the government was run by members of the 
Cuban Communist Party. 

Chinese 


Although there were some Chinese in evidence, there 
were few as compared with the number of Europeans. Informant 
saw none of them in military uniform, except on July 26, when 
some of the leaders were on the platform in uniform with 
Fidel Castro. Castro spoke favorably of the Soviet Union, 
at which the Chinese applauded unenthusiastically. There were 
some evidences of some manufactured articles from China, but 
the Informant did not feel that Chinese Influence was great 
in that field or In any other. The Cubans, nevertheless, appeared 
grateful to the Chinese for what help they have given. The 
source stated that, in general, Cuba does not appear particularly 
aware of the disparity In the current Communist Ideology between 
the Soviet Union and China. The informant observed the Chinese 
as teachers, technicians, and doctors, and heard there were 
Chinese troops in Santiago de Cuba. 

Castro Support 

The informant felt that Castro has the support of the 
Communists, nearly all the youth up to 20 years, and people 
who have benefited from agrarian reform, as well as others who 
feel admiration for Castro because he stands up to the United 
States. There is an apparent prevalent feeling that the 
Socialist camp has the United States in a corner. The general 
civilian population has been disarmed, and In case of an 
emergency, are required to bring their television and radio 
sets out of their houses on to the sidewalk, and the people 
then taken to centers where they/ can be controlled. The people 
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who might be anti-Castro have apparently been rendered helpless. 
In the event of an invasion of Cuba, the informant stated it 
did not appear a popular uprising could be counted upon to 
be effective because of fear of reprisals in case of failure and 
because of their lack of weapons and freedom, even if they did 
choose to help. In spite of Castro's popularity, a great 
number of Cubans would go to the United States if they could. 

The feeling, according to the informant, apparently is that 
although Castro might be the best thing for Cuba, the United 
States is, nevertheless, the better place to live. 

The informant had little opportunity to be in contact 
with anti-Castro persons and knew *f no organized movement or 
activity. Destruction of water pipes, which has caused whole 
sections of Havana to be without water for protracted periods, 
has been attributed by many to counter-revolutionaries. 

Cuban uniformed Militiamen wearing guns are in evidence 
everywhere. It appears every member of the Militia, male or 
female, carries a gun. 

There is a great awareness that the future of Cuba lies 
in the children, and every effort is made to see that they are 
properly indoctrinated. 


Military Preparedness 


The Informant was told by previously 

mentioned, that there was a militar^Das^a^Sai Jose de las 
Lajas, and that In case of war with the United States, New 
York, Chicago, and St. Louis would feel the effect^of war. 

He also met a young man, first name unknown, who 

stated he was attending a one-year ground-to-air missile 
school in Velasco, near Camaguey, that was run by the Russians.

There was no parade or air show on July 2 6 that 
might have given some clue as to military preparedness. It 
is noted the July 26th celebration consisted of nothing more 
than a speech by Fidel Castro. / 
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The informant stated the state of military preparedness 
is apparently not known by most of the Cubans themselves 
because they are not allowed on the bases which are manned 
by Russians. The source observed camouflaged medium tanks 
about every mile or mile and a half along Veradero Beach, 
between Veradero and Havana. He stated that beaches were 
apparently not mined, inasmuch as people were bathing and 
strolling about the beaches at random. 

K traveled by car as far east of Havana as 

., and as far west as Pinar del Rio, sometimes 
with a guide and sometimes without. He was unable to enter 
any of the military installations or even take pictures near 
them. 

United States Propaganda 

^HHp^felt after listening to the Voice of America 
in Cuba and talking with Cubans that the Voice of America 
could be much more effective. If music is to be played, the 
Cubans feel it should be geared to the tastes of the people 
who are substantially more receptive to Cuban music than 
classical or popular America music.

Re Madrid letter to the Bureau dated 7 - 3 O- 63 . 

According to information furnished by the 
Political Section of the American Embassy, Madrid, the 
Cuban Embassy in Madrid has been extremely active in 
soliciting Spanish participation in a forthcoming Architects 
Congress in Havana. The Cuban Embassy originally had in- 
formed that a Cubana Airlines charter plane would be used 
to transport the Spanish contingent to Havana. The Spanish 
delegation, however, is expected to be limited to 17 or 
18 persons, including 3 or 4 students and several wives of 
the delegates. 

A charter airplane arrived in Madrid on 9 - 25-63 
with a load of Cuban refugees and proceeded empty to Prague. 
The Spanish delegates to the congress were told to take the 
next regularly scheduled Iberia flight on 9-27-63. Accord- 
ing to the Political Section, the Cuban Embassy will pay 
for the round-trip tickets of the participating students 
and that of one architect, who was invited to lecture at 
the congress. Other travelers are to pay their own travel 
expenses. The Political Section advised that the Embassy 
outlined to the Foreign Office the disadvantages of attending 
this congress, and the Foreign Office reportedly forwarded 
the Embassy memorandum to the Spanish Architects Association. 
This may have had some influence in limiting the number of 
the Spanish delegation. 

Captioned matter will continue to be followed.

Switzerland is small in size but 
doesn’t submit meekly to threats. 

The Swiss— who have acted as 
intermediaries between hostile na- 
tions during many periods of history- 
have informed Cuba that they will 
not abandon . the U.S. embassy in 
Havana unless physically forced by 
Cuba to do so. 

Furthermore, the “stand 'fast” de- 
cision was made by the Swiss govern- 
ment on its own initiative and not 
at the request of the United States. 

Switzerland represents the U.S. in- 
terests in Cuba in the absence of dip- 
lomatic ties, broken in January, 1961. 
The Swiss have informed Fidel Castro 
that Cuba’s attempt to seize the em- 
bassy is a flagrant violation of diplo- 
matic conduct and an “insult” to 
Switzerland as the “protective power” 
with custody of American buildings 
and grounds. 

Castro’s unprecedented attempt to 
seize the embassy office building and 
ambassadorial residence, valued at 
$1.6 million, was in reprisal for U.S. 
freezing of Cuban assets in this 
country. 

It is heartening to see concern for 
observance of international law. Cas- 
tro may learn that he will pay a 
heavy penalty if he overrides diplo- 
matic rights, a tradition which is 
especially strong in Latin America. 

Switzerland has gained the respect 
of the world as a peaceful and tol- 
erant nation but for centuries has not 
bowed to threats of aggression.

1 On October 16, 1963* a confidential source, who until 

recently, was in a position to furnish information regarding 

the current situation in Cuba, furnished the following information: 

There are thousands of Russians in Cuba, exact number 
not known. The technicians live in the plush Havana hotels and 
many of them have their families with them. They have their 
own supermarkets which sell only to Russians. They have nothing 
to do with the Cuban population — not even the women. Practically 
all of the Ministries are controlled by Russian functionaries. 

Many of the functionaries are Cuban men who are veterans of 
the Civil War in Spain and who went to Russia after the war was 
over. These men have returned as economic and educational 
functionaries and technicians. In contrast to the American 
businessman in Cuba before Castro, who was interested only in 
his business, these men are actively shaping the educational and 
political life of the country, as well as the economy. 

On weekends, busloads of very young Russian country boys 
are brought into Havana. They dress In ill-fitting civilian 
clothing. They have no contact with the Cubans. They are almost 
always in groups and well guarded. However, they will sell 
personal items, such as watches, to get money to buy a strong, 
almost pure alcohol which is the only alcoholic beverage available 
in Cuba. 


Since food and consumer goods are scarce in Cuba, 
the average Cuban does not want to work or at least to do any manual 
work. However, many people are loaded in buses and taken to 
farms and forced to work.

A confidential source, who until recently, was In a 
position to furnish Information regarding the current situation 
In Cuba, advised on October 2, 1963, that the Isle of Pines, 
Cubans famous prlsen, housed approximately 100,000 prisoners. 
However, these men are not criminals but political prisoners. 
Criminals, such as thieves, robbers, rapists, etc., are no longer 
incarcerated. Instead, prosecutors t&l\ the court that the 
delinquents or criminals are the produot of Imperialism or the 
capitalist system. They recommend that the men be put in the 
Militia and their recommendation is usually followed. 

Until recently, individuals from the Dominican Republic 
were brought to Cuba, trained in propaganda, and sent back to 
their country to spread Communist and pro-Castro propaganda. 


Communist propaganda and anti -United States propaganda 
in Cuba Is continuous to the extent of being a major industry. 
Newspapers, magazines, radio, television, schools, in fact, all 
possible communication media are used for propaganda purposes 
by the present Cuban Government. Cuban people dare not express 
contrary opinions. 

\p5Hjor work has been done with Cuban youth to develop 
them into\ fanatics for Communism.

The majority 
of the students who went to Russia had courses in all types of 
firearms, including artillery. 


Young Cuban girls are brought in from the country for 
six months training where they are taught to sew on machines. 
However, they learn little else but propaganda. Morals do not 
exist among them and disease is spreading among them. After the 
six month course the girls are 3ent back to home and they are 
promised that a sewing machine will be sent to them. However, 
the sewing machine does not arrive because there are no sewing 
machines to send. 


More Czechoslovakian and Russian films are shown than 
any other types in the theatres in Cuba. Most of the Cuban people 
regard them as morbid and uninteresting. On one occasion, an 
American film was being 3hown in a Havana theatre and there were 
more Russians lined up to buy tickets than there were seats in 
the theatre. One of the Russians was asked why they were going 
to see American films. He replied, "We like to see something good, 
too." 


Most Cubans who send letters out of Cuba to the United 
States^ do not sign them. Source received a religious post card 
from his wife’s brother, stating they had a religious procession 
within the church in Havana.

According to m the Cuban government at first 
denied that either the mother or the children had come to 
Cuba. When proof to the contrary was obtained, the Castro 
government tried to explain that the children were better off 
remaining in Cuba than they would be in returning to Uruguay. 
The Cuban attitude provoked a storm of public protest in 
Uruguay. This matter has now become a cause celebre in which 
the Cuban government is shown in the role of kidnapping the 
three children and submitting them to communist indoctrination. 


On October 25* 1963* the Uruguayan National Governing 
Council (UNGC) unanimously resolved to protest, through 


diplomatic channels, to the Cuban Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
relative to this matter which has noxtf assumed proportions of a 
serious problem between the two countries.

accompanied Dorticos on his visit to Russia when these arrange- 
ments were made . Bias Roca has gone to various countries behind 
the iron Curtain and has taken part in and assisted in the 
Communist Party meetings of those countries. 

There have been rumors and comments as to possible 
friction between the old-line Communists and the so-called 
new Communists. It is hearsay that Fidel Castro would spend 
the night and get drunk at the University of Havana and incite 
the students to make mass demonstrations against Soviet Russia. 

It is also rumored that the chauffeur of Dr. Juan Marinello 
killed a student within the grounds of the University of Havana 
for political differences with the old militant Cuban Communist 
Party. Furthenuore, it was said that the students of the 
University of Havana were going to request the resignation of , 
Dr. Marinello. 

After the Cuban Revolution in early January 1959* 
many Cuban nationals returned to Cuba, mostly from the United 
States. If they were not able to find work in Cuba, the Castro 
government helped them economically. On their arrival, they 
were given a warm reception but after a few days the great 
majority were disillusioned and sorry for having gone to Cuba. 
Almost all now have seen their error of having gone to Cuba 
and have returned to the United States or desire to return to 
the United States . Their standards of living in Cuba are far 
below what they had in the United States, and like the majority 
of Cuban people, they are discontented. 

Of the North Americans who have gone to Cuba since 
the Revolution and remained there, the majority are Communists. 
They are authorized travel by the Cuban authorities and make 
propaganda in favor of Communism. They write for the papers, 
speak on TV, and attend conferences of various kinds, where they 
talk against the United States . They speak of imperialism, the 
Negro question in the United States, and other favorite Communist 
topics. In reality, they are Communists and enemies of the 
United States, even though they may deny membership in the 
Communist Party. 

However, these United States citizens should not be 
confused with the 400 to 500 Americans in Cuba who are against 
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the Castro government. This latter group is not in sympathy 
with the Cuban Revolution and are in Cuba because of family 
ties or the climate. They lead a very isolated life. They do 
nothing against the government and are not molested. The 
American technicians and factory workers have almost all 
left Cuba. 


Source furnished the following information on 
November 6, 1963: 

One of the most effective means of distributing 
propaganda to the Cuban people is through radio programs . 

The Voice of America programs are very much listened to in 
spite of efforts by the Cuban Government to eliminate the 
programs by jamming the stations over which the programs are 
broadcast. A New York station, call letters not remembered, 
but named Luis Conte Aguello, is very much listened to in Cuba. 
This station broadcasts from 6:00 p.m. to midnight. The Cuban 
people know they will get the truth and like this broadcast 
very much. However, Miami radio stations are not getting 
through to Cuba because of the great amount of interference. 

As for television broadcasts, the equipment in Cuba 
has not been maintained for television broadcasts from the 
United States. The only news on television in Cuba concerning 
the United States will be reports of accidents or disasters 
which have claimed a great number of lives or the United States 
racial situation. Cuban television broadcasts continually 
mention that 28 million people in the United States do not 
have enough to eat. They also broadcast other anti-United 
States propaganda. Source is of the opinion that there would 
be a great many more applications by Cuban citizens to leave 
Cuba for the United States if it were not for the effectiveness 
of this type of Cuban propaganda. 

vkadio Moscow and Argentina have effective radio pro- 
grams in Spanish for the Cuban people. 

Source is of the belief that the most effective 
propaganda to foment discontent in Cuba is the truth presented 
in such a way that it is recognized as the truth . 
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Even though there are only two airlines out of Cuba, 
Iberia to Spain and Aeronaves de Mexico to Mexico, the Latin 
American young people from various countries are entering Cuba 
for training in subversion and sabotage and returning to their 
respective countries. Articles appear in the press about these 
young visitors. Upon their return to their native countries, 
they carry on a great propaganda campaign on behalf of Cuba 
and Communism. 

In addition to Russian soldiers in Cuba, there are 
many Russian and Czechoslovakian technicians, number not known. 
However, the majority of these technicians are assembly-line 
workers rather than technicians in the sense of engineers. 

They are not as skilled as one would suppose and do not appear 
to have the intelligence associated with a technician. 

Actually, they are in Cuba studying the manufacturing and 
production systems and also studying how to operate the North 
American machines which are in the factories . 

The majority of the factories are not really func- 
tioning. They do not have the parts to repair the machines 
and have a great difficulty in keeping them in working order. 
However, parts are imported from Canada and Mexico because the 
United States is not vigilant concerning this matter. There 
is not enough water power to run the turbines or many of the 
machines, and there is not enough water for some manufacturing. 
The Cuban technicians who know how to take care of the machines 
have left Cuba. For example, a fine airplane mechanic working 
in the kitchen of the New York Hilton Hotel is not an isolated 
individual . 


Next to the United States, Cuba has the greatest 
military force in the Western Hemisphere. Training, equipment 
and morale are excellent. Because of its intelligence organiza- 
tion, the possibility of an uprising among members of the armed 
forces is practically non-existent. Periodically notices are 
published of officers and soldiers who had been arrested for 
alleged plots against the Castro regime .
